OTTAWA, Ont, Hov. Bl —The ques- 
tion of the reimposition of the export 
duty on logs is again attracting atten- 
tion.

Caaadian people is that while United 
States lumbermen come to Canada, 
buy up our timber reserves and export 
free of duty the material for their 
manufacturers of lumber and pulp, the 
Canadian producer of lumber and pulp 
is met in the United States with a very 
high duty, and at the same time this 
country loses the benefit of manufac- 
ture within its boundary of these com- 
modities. There is also a widespread 
feeling that our timber is being rap- 
idly depleted, and that our future sup- 
ply is being jeopardized without a»y 
•orxetponding advantage to us. The 
Dominion government is nuking a 
final investigation in regard,to the 
whole matter, and if it reveals the 
necessity therefore, and no change is 
made in the United States timber du- 
ties, the government must take the 
matter up and deal with it in the light 
of existing facts and conditions "

SERIOUS CHARGES IGiHST STEERS 


Of Complicity in the Conspiracy Against 


the Lawful Ruler—A Great Wrong 


to be Righted — Minister 


Stevens Will Reply. 


The Qreibam-Blount Correspondent*. 
WASHINOTOM, Nov. 21.—Secretary 


Gresham yesterday made public all 
the correspondence between the secre- 
tary of state and James H. Blount. 
commissioner and late minister to the 
Hawaiian islands. Mr. Gresham, in 
(riving this voluminous printed matter 
to the press, explained that it Included 
everything connected with Mr. Blount's 
mission to Hawaii with the exception 
of some statistical tables relating to 
the islands. The matter consists of 
three parts, the first beginning with a 
copy of the instructions given Mr. 
Blount on March 11, 1S98, prior to his 
departure from Washington for Hon- 
olulu, and the last part ending with a 
brief letter under date of July 31.1893, 
in which he takes his conge as fol- 
lows: , 
Predicts the Oollapie of tin Provisional 
Government. 


The condition ol purties Is the islands Is one

StAtos is awaited by all as a matter of noce««l- 
t» This condition, it can be assumed, will re- 
main until the proposition to annex Is ac- 
cepted or rejected.

The 
present government can only rest on the use 
ol military force, possessed ot most or tne 
arms In the Islands, with a small wnlto popu- 
lation to draw from to strengthen It. ulti- 
mately It-will (all without fall.

terest of a rjeaot-ablo settlement of troubles 
within tho limit ot sound discretion 


Should it Ijo necessary to -land an armed 


force upon II.nv.iHan territory on occasions of 
popular disturbance, -when, the authorities may 
toe unable to -give [adequate protection to the 
life and properly ol citizens ot the. United 
States, the assent of such authority should 
tlrst be obtained, If it can be without prejudice 
to those Involved. 
Your power In this regard should not, 
how- 


ever, bo claimed to the exclusion oi similar 
measures by tho representatives of other 
powers for tiio lives and property of their cltl- 
zenh or subjects residing in the Islands. 


While the United States claims no right to 


interfere in the political or domestic affairs or 
in the internal conflicts of the Hawaiian Islands 
otherwise than as herein stated, or for the 
purpose of maintaining any treaty or other 
rights which they possess, this government 
will adhere to Its consistent and. established 
policy in relation to them, and It will not ac- 
quiesce in domestic interference by other 


, powers

In a letter dated April 6 Mr. Blount 


announces, his arrival at Honolulu, and 
telH of his refusal, against the strong 
urging of Minister Stevens, to accept a 
house and the use of servants, car- 
riages, lioi'ses, etc., furnished by the 
provisional government, paying "what- 
ever I wanted for it, from nothing up." 
He also notes the refusal of tenders 
from the ex-queen and others, 
•kerr.tt Sayx Secretary Traoey Favored 
Annexation. 


Appended to a letter of April 8, in 


which Mr. Blount deplores the per- 
verted influence of Minister Stevens 
and Consul-General Servance, tq which 
he ascribes the existence of the provi- 
sional government is a stenographic 
reporf of an interview between Mr. 
Blonntand Admiral Skerrett, in which 
the following occurs: 


Admiral Skerrett-I called at the navy de- 


nartment on the 30th of December to see Mr. 
Traoey, tbe secretary ot the navy, to ask him 
H he had any «nal Instructions for me, as I 
was going to leave the next day for San Fran- 
olsoo to assume command ol the Paoiao 
BOtiadron. He replied: "Commodore, I n»ve 
no Instructions to give you. 
You will go there 


and perform your fluty, as I know you will, and 
everything will be satisfactory." 
1 remarked: "Mr. Tracy, I want to ask-you 


about the Hawaiian aSalrs. When I was out 
there twenty years ago X had frequent conver- 
sations with the then United States .minister. 
Mr Pierce, on the subject of the Island. I was 
told that tie United States government Ala 
not wish to annex the islands o! Hawaii." 


Ho replied: "Commodore, the wishes of the 
government have changed. They will be very 
glad to annex Hawaii." 
He said "As a matter of course none but the 


ordinary legal means can be used to persuade 
these people to come into the United States " 


Blount's Opinion ol Sprecktas. 


On April 81, Mr. Blount says he was 


called on by Clans Spreckels. "But, 
says Mr. Blount, "how much or how 
little Mr. Spreckels knows about this 
matter I am unable to say, as I do not j 
know." 
Blount DlianproTSS ol Landing- Troops. 


On the same day Mr. Blount, for the 


second time, disapproved of a request 
of the provisional government that the 
American forces be landed for drill. 
"The landing of the troops, pending 
negotiations between the queen and 
President Dole," the commissioner 
says, "might be used to impress the 
former with fear that troops were 
landed to lend force to the provisional 
government, in bringing her to an ad- 
justment. I did not think proper to 
communicate the reason to Mr. .Stev 
ens. or any other person save Admiral 
Skerrett"

Paul K«umann'« Reputation. 


Mr. Blount, in a subsequent letter, 


forestalled the visit of Paul Neumann 


that if the admiuis&ation I 


should receive any proposition from 
Mr. Neumann in connection wits a 
contract between the queen and the 
provisional government in the mattws 
of her abdication, It would be far bet- 
ter to decline to entertain anything. 
Blount OITOS Buiwtlon. to the ftueea. 


Mr. Blonnt soys he called on the ex- 


aueen and informed her that no pei^ 
son was authorized by President Cleve- 
land nor himself to place the govern- 
ment of the United States in the atti- 
tude of desiring an adjustment be- 
tween herself and the provisional gov- 
ernment, and the queen replied that 
she did not intend to enter into any

Opposition to Annexation. 


On May * Mr. Biount wrote: 
Atthlstlnwtae Indications are uimmslts- 


ble that a lawe majority of, the people ol the 
Islands are utterly opposed lo annexation. I 
do not loolrtor any change Irom tola situation 
through future Information. Tnere Is a strong 
disposition on the part o« the annexation ele- 
ment to suppr4ss expressions against annexa- 
tion, by social and business hostility. 


Mr. Blount gives a statement of Mr. 


Volney V. Ashford, attributing to the 
queen a most depraved character, 
which the minister discredits. 


Blount's Final Beport. 


Mr. Blount's conclusions of fact are 


embodied in his report to Secretary 
Gresham, dated July 17. It is a very 
long document, filling thirty-seven 
large printed pages and indicates very 
clearly that he understood that he was 
to confine himself to a plain state- 
mant of facts, for nowhere does he 
make the slightest suggestion or rec- 
ommendation. 


He details the circumstances under 


which he ordered down the American 
flag; recites in full the Japanese inci- 
dent heretofore published, and then 
enters upon a long statement of the 
causes of the revolution, beginning 
with the granting of a constitution in 
1853 
by Kamehameha III. He de- 


scribes the growth of the missionary 
power in the islands, and of their 
Anglo-Saxon successors bent on the 
acquisition of wealth and political 
power. 


He then gives a full and interesting 


account of the facts immediately pre- 
ceding and attending the deposition of 
the queen and the establishment of 
the provisional government, both sides 
of which has already been repeatedly 
published. 


In concluding this report, for the re- 


mainder is made up entirely of statis- 
tical matter and a disquisition upon the 
trade of the islands and the character 
of the population, Mr. Blount says:
